enoourage groups in Satellite eountrles thio have a vivid desire to 
fight the Russian regime# However# it is neoessary# in order to 
further these undertakings# that monies be made available to them* 
do stated that he had been utiible to det ^rmiiie sfeo in the Goverament 
should be responsible for such an aotivity* He realises* of oourse, 
that perhaps GIA could finance suoh a project but that we would want 
to control the groups to whcia laoniee ere i^vaaoed* This# he feels# 
handicaps tSxe groups m they will loao thei^ oitial-ivo and# ooasoiiuently# 
greatly decrease their value as a fighting fores elnoe they will then 
beoome subjeoted to a leader* 


4. He is of the opinion that we should not delsiy as the few 
loopholes that exist through sdiloh contest oen be made with the right 
groups will soon be plugged* for Instance# he mentioned Eastern Germaiy 
i^ich, in his opinion# will in a. short while be under etriet control 
of the Russians# wiih the exception of a small portion of Berlin* He 
advanced the statement that all the troops on the border of Eastern 
Gcrtrany and in Berlin idtioh have had any contact with the Western Allies 
have now been replaced by troops which are oompletely dominated by 
the Russian doctrine* 


5* The small groves of refugees from the Satellite oountrles# 
eil^er in England# Frunoe# or in the United Statee# toon beocne 
aooustoned to the AnlHoatt way of life end beoeoe so satisfied with 
their new mode of living that thi^ lose Idieir fitting spirit* 


6* He has been oonvinoed#from his dealings with the businessmen
